Daley's slate defies political tradition

Mayor Richard J. Daley's Demo- 


cratic State Central Committee pro- 
duced a slate of candidates Monday 
that could be headed as much toward 
challenging political tradition as get- 
ting votes,

o! State Michael Hewlett and Lt, Gov. 
Nell Hartigan, to run for governor 
and lieutenant governor respectively,

state over Hartigan, a trusted Daley 
protege;

Partee, D-Chicago, to run for Illinois 
Atty. General, making him the first 
black ever to be slated by a major 
party for a statewide office; 


• Tapped avowed "nonpolitician" 


Michael Bakalis, the former superin- 
tendent of public instruction, to run 
for comptroller. 


THE DECISION to slate Hartigan 


for another term in his present job 
broke the log jam created when Hew- 
lett bowed to pressure and decided to 
run for governor, forcing Dixon to 
proclaim he would drop out of the 
governor's race only if he was slated 
for secretary of state.

Dixon backers, while confident, 


were unsure their man would win his 
demands until onetime rebel Chicago 


Aid. Edward Vdrolyak nominated 
Dixon for the powerful office, which 
controls about 3,600 jobs throughout 
the state. 


Dixon's slating appeared to confirm 


reports that he had to be satisfied in 
order for him to drop his campaign 
for governor. Howlett had privately 
told Dixon he would not have accept- 
ed slating for governor unless Dixon 
got what he wanted, observers said. 


The choice of Partee for attorney 


general caught a few Democrats by 
surprise. The state senator had been 


mentioned as a possible candidate for 
the Illinois Supreme Court or lieuten- 
ant governor. He was the only candi- 
date not to appear before the slatema- 
kers and formally ask for their back- 
ing before the slate was announced. 


THE PARTEE SLATING was seen 


by some party regulars as a move 
which makes Partee the party's sacri- 
ficial lamb next year. He will face Il- 
linois Atty. Gen. William Scott, who is 
generally considered the most popular 
vote getter the Republicans have.

Northern Illinois University to beat 
Republican power Ray Page by more 
than 500,000 votes, brought youth and 
balance to the ticket.

The slating process was not without 


some opposition. Three members of 
the 24-man central committee refused 
to vote on the party choices because 
they had been chosen by a special

Heights, has requested an 11.3 per cent 
increase in the residential garbage 
collection rate for 1976. 


Laseke has asked the Village of Ar- 


lington Heights to authorize an in- 
crease from the current $5.39 a month 


Village Mgr. L. A. Hanson, whose 


staff has been analyzing the Laseke 
company's costs and income, has rec- 
ommended a 9.8 per cent increase to 
$5.92 a month. 


HIGHER 1976 garbage rates will be 


reviewed by the village board's fi- 
nance committee Wednesday night 
prior to final action by the village 
board at a later date. 


Laseke Disposal is seeking to in- 


crease the average commercial rate 
from the $3.82 per cubic yard to 
$4.10. Hanson has recommended that 
the commercial rate be raised to $4.06 
a cubic yard.

New rates will take effect Jan. 1, 


1976. 


Laseke Disposal is completing the 


second year of its exclusive five-year 
contract with the Village of Arlington 
Heights. 


Under the contract, the firm is en- 


titled to an automatic 5 per cent year- 
ly rate increase. The company can 
request rate hikes above 5 per cent 
based upon "unusual changes in the 
cost of doing business, such as revised 
l a w s , ordinances or regulations; 
changes in location of the disposal site 
or changes in disposal charges," the 
contract states. 


THE FINANCE committee will 


evaluate Laseke's documentation for 
a more than 5 per cent increase. 
Wednesday's meeting begins at 8 p.m. 
at the Municipal Building, 33 S. Ar- 
lington Heights Rd. 


The village board last year ap- 


proved a 6 per cent rate hike for La- 
seke, the guaranteed 5 per cent plus 
an additional 1 per cent compensation 


for higher dumping charges. Then Vil- 
lage Pres. Ralph H Clarbour voted 
against the raise. 


Laseke Disposal was awarded its 


current contract in 1974 after it 
matched a low bid of $5.08 submitted 
by SCA Services Inc., a large national 
disposal company. The contract gives 
the company the exclusive right to 
collect all the refuse in, the village, 
both commercial and residential. 


Cafe plans OKd 
at old pool hall 


Plans to remodel the old pool hall at 


1 N. Vail Ave. into a restaurant and 
lounge were approved by the Arling- 
ton Heights Village Board Monday 
night. 


The restaurant developers will be 


required to contribute $25,000 over the 
next 10 years to the village's parking 
fund in lieu of providing off-street 
parking. 


Objection to the restaurant was 


raised by George Vasoos, owner of 
Countryside Restaurant, Dunton Ave- 
nue and Campbell Street. 


VASOOS PRESENTED a petition 


signed by a number of merchants at- 
testing to an already overcrowded 
parking problem downtown. 


The objection was based solely on 


the lack of parking and was not moti- 
vated by a desire to eliminate new 
restaurant competition, he said. 


Robert Karton, attorney for Old 


Pool Hall Inc., asked the board to re- 
duce the $25,000 contribution in light 
of the fact that all downtown business- 
es will likely be asked to help pay for 
a downtown parking garage in the 
near future.

Ford vows not to bow 
to Chinese pressure 


PEKING (UPI) - President Ford, 


warmly greeted but lectured by his 
hosts about the evils of Soviet-Ameri- 
can detente, opened formal talks with 
China's aging leaders Tuesday. Aides 
said he would not bow to Chinese 
pressure to cool relations with Russia. 


"They are not going to change our 


minds," White House Press Secretary 
Ron Nessen told reporters in the 
Great Hall of the People moments af- 
ter the President sat down across a 
conference table from China's day-to- 
day ruler, acting Premier Teng 
Hsiao-ping. 


But Nessen said the leaders would 


include the U.S. peace-making policy 
toward the Russians in their talks. 


CHINESE AND AMERICAN differ- 


ences over detente, already well 
known to both nations before Ford's 


trip, surfaced again in toasts by Teng 
at a banquet welcoming Ford to Pek- 
ing Monday and in Fords return 
toast. 


Ford listened silently as Teng rose 


during a glittering, nine course wel- 
coming banquet in the Great Hall, de- 
nounced the "rhetoric of detente" and 
warned Ford that it might conceal a 
Soviet threat of a new world war. 


In a mildly worded reply, Ford 


pledged to guard against military 
threats but said firmly he would "ex- 
plore new opportunities for peace 
without illusions" within the frame- 
work of his nation's own interests. 


The dispute did not mar good-hu- 


mored bantering across the confer- 
ence table when Ford and Teng met 
the next day, and the two chatted

Two 
other persons had shown some interest In running against Crane. 
Robert Morgan of DeerfieW and Marc Seidler of Highland Park, 
however, each said Sunday they had dropped out of contention. 
Frank, 45, is a manufacturer's representative. Morgan and Seidler 
said they did not believe they could mount a campaign strong 
enough to beat Crane.

Atty. liana D. Rovner, could result In civil suits filed by the govern- 
ment similar to one filed recently against the Chicago Police Dept. 


Murder suspect out on bond 


Arthur Perez, 25, of Chicago, the accused killer of a Palatine 


Township man, has been freed on bond. Perez was released from 
Cook County Jail, where he was being held in lieu of $50,000 bond 
for the April murder of Alfred L. Dinverno. Perez was freed 
two weeks ago after posting $5,000 cash — the accepted 10 per cent 
of the bond. Dinverno, 57, was murdered in his secluded $135,000 
house at 404 Inverdale Dr., Palatine Township. He was found by 
police with his hands and feet tied to a chair and shot several times 
in the head at close range. Perez' alleged accomplice, Antonio 
Perez, 29, Is still being held in lieu of $50,000 bond. State's Atty. 
Nick DeJohn said neither the release of Perez nor the bond amount 
on the murder suspects were unusual.

New trial or acquittal asked 
Fulle denied 'fair' trial: lawyers

County Comr. Floyd Fulle, who was 


convicted of extortion, tax evasion 
and perjury Oct. 31, was denied a 
"fair" trial, according to his attor- 
neys. 


In a 21-page series of motions, 


Fulle's attorneys Dianna Zimmerman, 
Arthur Zimmerman and William R. 
Jacobs II, petitioned U.S. District 
Court Judge Bernard M. Decker to or- 
der a new trial or to disregard the 
conviction and acquit Fulle. 


The motion was the first comment 


on the trial by Fulle or his attorneys. 
Fulle was convicted after a two-week 
jury trial in Decker's courtroom. The 
jury, which returned the "guilty" 
verdict, deliberated less than four 
hours.

DECKER HAS scheduled Fulle's 


sentencing for Dec. 9. The post-trial 
motion complains that: 


• Decker was prejudiced against 


Fulle's attorneys. 


Fulle's attorney filed a motion 


before the trial began that chal- 
lenged Decker's impartiality 
and 


asked for a new judge. 


The motion states that Decker used 


"language so inflammatory as to go 
beyond the normal realm of judicial 
rhetoric." Decker refused to step 
down from the trial. 


• Sequestering of the jury by Deck- 


er, despite defense protests, prej- 
udiced the jurors against Fulle. 


The motion states that Decker told 


the jury that the trial would end in 
one week. The statement was "very 


emphatic . . . and the jury facing se- 
questration, placed such great weight 
on the statement . . . that when the 
defense began its case on the sixth 
day of the trial and the eighth day of 
sequestration, the jury was totally 
shut off from any defense propounded. 


• Fulle's attorneys were unfairly 


limited during cross-examination of 
federal witnesses and "were shut off" 
from a defense that Fulle's indictment 
was "politically motivated." 


Defense attorneys claimed before 


the trial began that former U.S. Atty. 
James R. Thompson ordered Fulle's 
indictment to aid in a campaign for 
governor. Thompson is a Republican 
Party gubernatorial candidate and 
Fulle, who was reportedly pledged to 
support Illinois Atty. Gen. William

CAREY. WHO IN 1972 was the only 


Republican to win county office, was 
reslated with no opposition. Following 
the slating, Carey told central com- 
mittee members, "We have a chance 


to sweep an entire county ticket this 
year. We have the candidates and we 
have the issues." 


Roland R. Moore Jr., 10125 Cherry 


Pkwy. Skokie, received the party's 
endorsement for clerk after the lead- 
ing candidate for the job, Sheldon 
G a r d n e r , withdrew from consid- 
eration. 


Gardner, who heads the state's at- 


torney's civil division, had appeared 
before the slatemakers last week as 
one of four candidates for clerk. At 
that time, however, Gardner de- 
scribed himself as a "reluctant bride- 
groom." 


Monday, Gardner said he appre- 


ciated being asked to run for the post, 
but said, "The only reason I would 
consider leaving the state's attorney's 
office would be for a seat on the coun- 
ty board." 


Gardner has been endorsed for the

The motion states that federal pros- 


ecutors possessed a 49-page "recom- 
mendation for criminal indictment" of 
builder Thomas Onger on federal in- 
come tax charges. The document, 
dated December 1972, could have 
aided in Fulle's defense because On- 
ger, who allegedly paid Fulle $10,000 
to influence county board apartment 
zoning in Northfield Township, was a 
key federal witness in the trial. 


The defense motion repeats a claim 


that the indictment lacked federal ju- 
risdiction 


Federal attorneys told the jury dur- 


ing the trial that Fulle's alleged ex- 
tortion of about $69 000 from 
two 


Northwest 
suburban builders inter- 


fered with interstate commerce and 
allowed federal prosecution. 


The post-trial motion states that in 


the indictment the site of a 96-acre 
apartment project, which was planned 
by developer Thomas Origer, was sold 
by Origer before interstate commerce 
was affected. 


A SECOND PAYOFF to Fulle, from 


plumbing contractor William Adams 
in 1970, was a "local" fix and pre- 
dated construction of the Old Madrid 
apartment complex in Palatine Town- 
ship, the motion states 


Fulle's attorneys said in the motion 


that Decker "limited the defenses 
available to the defendant to only that 
of a denial of ail charges brought 
against him." 


If Decker rejects the defense motion 


on Dec 9 and accepts the jury ver- 
dict, Fulle could be sentenced to 20 
years in prison for each extortion 
count, three years for each tax count 
and five years for each perjury count. 
He also could be fined $65,000.

Ex-aide: Hoover personal 
files a 'bucket of tvt 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - J. Edgar 


Hoover's personal files were "a buck- 
et of worms . . . just loaded" with 
Information on American officials, ac- 
cording to testimony Monday from 
one of Hoover's top aides. 


William C. Sullivan, former FBI as- 


sistant director, said in a taped inter- 
view played before the House subcom- 
mittee on information and rights, that 
Hoover once told him of derogatory 
information on a "highly placed" indi- 
vidual who "was engaged in some 
very, very reprehensible conduct." 


Sullivan's tape was heard after Hoo- 


ver's secretary of 50 years, Helen W. 
Gandy, said she followed Hoover's or- 
ders and destroyed his personal corre- 
spondence after he died May 2, 1972. 
Miss Gandy said she destroyed only 
"personal" material — not bureau 
business. 


It was not made clear if the corre- 


spondence referred to by Miss Gandy 
comprised the files described by Sulli- 
van. 


But Sullivan said Hoover's personal 


correspondence could deal with offi- 
cial business, "with a cabinet officer, 
or misconduct of some other person 
highly placed, or it could deal with 
certain political considerations." 


He said Hoover called him when 


Hubert H. Hymphrey was running for 
the presidency in 1968 and said he 
learned that if Humphrey won he 
would fire Hoover as FBI director. 


He said Hoover told him, "I would 


like to have you find out for me 
whether it's true or not." 


Sullivan said he contacted a friend 


in Chicago who reported, "Humphrey 
laughed — 'Ridiculous,' he said . . . 
'He isn't important to me.' " 


Sullivan, reportedly forced out of 


the bureau by Hoover in the early 
1970's said the late director's filing 
system and other FBI files were "a 
bucket of worms." He'said he had 
seen some of Hoover's files and "they 
were just loaded." 


Sullivan, who is in poor health, was 


interviewed by a committee 
staff 


member Nov. 7, at Bolton, Mass.

Ford may call special rail session 


President Ford will call Congress into special session over Christ- 


mas to work on railroad aid unless drastic changes are made in 
legislation approved by a Senate committee, Transportation Secre- 
tary William T. Coleman Jr. said Monday. The President feels rail 
assistance is a must before the end of this session of Congress, 
Coleman said, and will "call Congress back . . ." if necessary to 
get an acceptable bill. 


FDA orders recall of Sominex 2 


The Food and Drug Administration said Monday it has ordered a 


drug firm to recall all outstanding stocks of its nationally sold over- 
the-counter drug Sominex 2. Marketing of the non-prescription drug 
was premature, and its sale "poses a significant health hazard" for 
several reasons, the FDA said. Sold as a nighttime sleep-aid, Somi- 
nex 2 contains a prescription drug, diphenhydramine, which under 
the federal food and drug law may not be sold directly to con- 
sumers without medical supervision. 


Weather holds down holiday traffic deaths 


The weather was so bad over much of the nation during Thanks- 


giving it helped keep the traffic toll over the four-day holiday the 
lowest on recent record. A final United Press International count 
Monday showed 394 persons died in traffic accidents from 6 p.m. 
Wednesday until midnight Sunday. The National Safety Council had 
forecast from 450 to 550 traffic fatalities over the period. 


In Illinois, the Thanksgiving eve snowfall was cited as the chief 


reason holiday fatalities here fell to 16 this year, half the 1974 
holiday total. 


Patty attorneys hint 'no defense' 


Patricia Hearst's attorneys said Monday they may not enter any 


defense for her in her trial on armed robbery charges if the govern- 
ment does not present a "credible" case. The no-defense possibility 
was contained in a memorandum filed Monday with the U.S. Dis- 
trict Court clerk's office by Albert Johnson, an attorney for the 21- 
year-old newspaper heiress.

Spain's powerful Council of the Realm met Monday to select for 


King Juan Carlos' consideration a list of three candidates for the 
key post of president of the Cortes Parliament. The 17-man body 
will also have the task of supplying three names for a new chief of 
government if reports of Prime Minister Carlos Arias Navarre's 
imminent resignation prove correct.

Nessen 'said Ford conferred at 


length with Kissinger and his national 
security adviser, Brent Scowcroft, be- 
fore leaving for the talks from his 
quarters in guest cottage 18, a large 
but spartan villa in Peking's VIP 
area. 


Although age and illness kept them 


away, Communist chairman Mao Tse- 
tung and Premier Chou En-lai spared 
nothing to assure Ford a silk glove 
ceremonial welcome when he arrived 
from Tokyo in midafternoon aboard 
Air Force One for four days of talks. 


Teng, the acting premier, led an ar- 


ray of Chinese notables and a military 
honor guard at Peking airport, attend- 
ed by more than half of the foreign 
diplomatic community, including the 
Soviet ambassador. 


In a bigger and warmer welcome 


than the Chinese extended to Presi- 
dent Richard M. Nixon on his break- 
through visit in February, 1972, thou- 
sands of Chinese in quilted jackets 
s t o o d three-deep along Peking's 
streets as Ford and Teng sped by in a 
100-car motorcade. 


Chou's 
wife personally greeted 


Ford, his wife Betty and daughter Su- 
san at the secluded, walled-in presi- 
dential guest house on the edge of the 
capital. And at the state banquet, the 
dignitaries included Mao's politically 
powerful wife, Chiang Ching, and 88- 
year-old military hero Chou Teh. 


According to White House press sec- 


retary Ron Nessen, the President was 
"very much pleased" by his recep- 
tion. 


Both Ford and Teng urged vigilance 


against "hegemony," the Chinese 
word for Soviet global ambitions, but 
Teng warned that "the contention for 
world hegemony is intensifying, and 
strategically Europe is the focus for 
this contention. Such continued con- 
tention is bound to lead to a new 
world war." 


Although America shows enough 


concern to negotiate with Moscow for 
a new strategic nuclear arms control 
treaty, Teng said, "The outcome of a 
war is decided by the people, not by 
one or two new types of weapons." 


Ford smiled and clinked thimble 


glasses of powerful mao tai liquor 
with Teng and dignitaries at two other 


tables. Nessen said Ford found noth- 
ing unexpected in Teng's toast. After 
the steamed Wuchang fish course, 
Ford rose and politely told the Chinese 
his administration would continue to 
pursue detente. 


After Ford finished, he picked up 


another thimble-sized glass of mao tai 
and sipped in turn with Teng and 24 
lesser Chinese officials. All smiled. 


On her first trip abroad with her 


parents, Susan Ford, 18, lost little 
time getting out to sightsee. Shortly 
after arriving at the guest house, she 
left with White House photographer 
Dave Hume Kennerly to see a Peking 


photography show. 


At the banquet, the President — 


who made his first visit to China in 
1972 as House Republican leader — 
manfully worked his way through the 
menu using chopsticks with his left 
hand, starting with 10 appetizer dishes 
of exotic Chinse delicacies served by 
y o u n g , white-jacketed' men and 
women. 


Ford's hosts slipped up only once, 


when the People's Liberation Army 
band played the Spartan fight song of 
Michigan State University, arch rivals 
of the President's alma mater, the 
University of Michigan.

Supreme Court rules: 
Some hospitals may nix abortions 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Su- 


preme Court Monday offered anti- 
abortion forces hope that in some 
cases hospitals may forbid abortions 
except to preserve the health of the 
mother. 


With two justices dissenting, the 


court rejected an appeal by a physi- 
cian challenging an Orange County, 
Tex., Memorial Hospital rule against 
abortions. 


It was the first time since its land- 


mark 1973 decision, finding a con- 
stitutional right to abortions, that the 
justices have let stand a hospital's 
anti-abortion regulation. 


In the 1973 case, the court ruled that 


the 14th Amendment sharply limits 
the authority of government to inter- 
fere with the privacy rights of doctors 
and patients in reaching the abortion 
decision. But constitutional guaran- 
tees do not apply to purely private ac- 
tivities. 


Monday's action, which was not ex- 


plained, leaves lower courts in con- 
flict over the circumstances under 
which a hospital can forbid abortions. 
Justice Byron R. White, joined by 
Chief Justice Warren E. Burger, 
voted to hear the Texas case in order 
to resolve the conflict. 
• 


The Texas hospital was built with 


county and federal funds. The build- 


ing and grounds are leased by the 
county to a private, non-profit corpo- 
ration for $1 a year. But the hospital 
receives no public funds for day-to- 
day operations and the abortion rule 
was devised by the hospital board, not 
a public governing body. 


The 5th U.S. Circuit Court of Ap- 


peals ruled that the hospital's oper- 
ations were sufficiently private to ex- 
empt it from the constitutional re- 
strictions on abortion law. 


Several lawyers working for pro- 


abortion groups said Monday's action 
could mean only that the justices did 
not want to place another abortion 


case on the court calendar for oral 
argument and written opinion. The 
court might prefer to let the lower- 
courts conflicts stand until later, after 
other abortion cases are disposed of, 
the lawyers said. 


White's dissent also indicated that 


this may have been the majority's 
thinking. He said "perhaps in light of 
the current pressures on our docket, 
there may be a category of conflicts, 
involving insignificant points of law, 
which we simply do not have the ca- 
pacity to resolve." 


But White said he did not consider 


the Texas case to be in that category. 


Ths court already has scheduled 


three abortion cases for hearing this 
term, including whether a parent or 
husband's consent can be required 
and whether state medicaid funds can 
be used for the operation. 


In other action Monday, the court: 


• Rejected appeals by the Dayton, 


Ohio, school board that a new court- 
ordered busing plan is too extreme 
and will only encourage whites to 
leave the city for the suburbs. 


• Let stand a lower court order 


which merges 37 segregated Texas lo- 
cals in the Longshoremen's union. 


Israel to boycott U.N. debate on Mideast 


by United Press International 


Israel said Monday it would boycott 


the United Nations debate on the 
Middle East next month because the 
Security Council's decision to invite 
the Palestine Liberation Organization 
threatened progress toward peace. 
The invitation came in a resolution 
extending the 
U.N. 
peacekeeping 


mandate in the Golan Heights. 


A communique after a six-hour 


emergency session of the Israeli cabi- 
net in Jerusalem did not mention the 
United States, which voted in favor of 


the Security Council decision. But 
government officials said they were 
disappointed at "Washington's stand 
and Israeli newspapers were openly 
angry at the United States. 


A PLO spokesman in Beirut called 


the development "a new victory for 
the Palestinian cause." 


In Moscow, the Soviet news agency 


Tass said the move reflects increasing 
support around the world for the Pa- 
lestinians. 


The Security Council agreed in New 


York Sunday to invite the PLO to its 


Middle East debate Jan. 12 as part of 
its six-month renewal of the U.N. buf- 
fer force between the Israeli and 
Syrian armies on the Golan Heights. 


The Israeli government accepted 


the renewal. But its communique crit- 
icized the council because it "yielded 
to Syrian pressure to create a linkage 
between the renewal of the 
U.N. 


forces . . . with foreign, elements 
which have nothing whatever to do 
with the separation of forces agree- 
ment between Israel and Syria. 


Bruce, NATO ambassador, to retire 


• David K. E. Bruce, 77, America's 


senior diplomat, will retire as U.S. 
ambassador to the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization in January, the 
U.S.—NATO delegation in Brussels 
said Monday. Bruce said reports that 
he is leaving in anger over poor treat- 
ment by the White House are "utterly 
inaccurate."

den on people who are willing to in- 
vest $350,000 (for the remodeling) in 
the future of downtown Arlington 
Heights," Karton said. 


TRUSTEES SAID THAT other busi- 


nesses were required to put up money 
in lieu of off-street parking and that 
as a matter of fairness Old Pool Hall 
Inc. also should contribute. If a ga- 
rage is built, money from the pool 
hall restaurant and other businesses 
could be refunded or applied to lease 
parking spaces in the garage, they 
said. 


There is about $90,000 in the off- 


street parking fund, but to date none 
of the money has been used to provide 
the additional parking, largely be- 
cause the balance has not been great 
enough. 


The pool hall is one of the oldest 


buildings in Arlington Heights and has 
been vacant for several years. Re- 
modeling plans call for retaining the 
exterior of the building, constructing 
a cocktail lounge in the basement and 
a restaurant on the main and mezza- 
nine floors inside. 


An application for a liquor license 


for the restaurant is pending with the 
village. 


New plans tonight on golf course 


Revised plans for an 18-hole golf 


course at the Arlington Heights Nike 
Base will be presented tonight at a 
special meeting of the park board. 


David Gill, golf course architect, 


has prepared plans for the course that 
reportedly will satisfy village flood- 
control requirements. 
The village 


board is considering issuing nonrefe- 
rendum bonds to help finance the 
course if it can be used as part of a 
villagewide flood-control scheme. 


Plans prepared earlier by Gill did 


not include enough storage area for 
stormwater from the Surrey Ridge 
and Surrey Ridge West subdivisions 
near the base at Central and Wilke 
roads. 


THOMAS THORNTON, park district 


director, said the Army has agreed to 
permit some of the stormwater to be 
stored on their portion of the base. 


The use of the Army land will allow 
construction of the full size course on 
the land already ceded by the Army 
to the park district. 


If a compromise is not reached on 


the flood water question, the fate of 
the course remains unsettled. The wa- 
ter holding capabilities are necessary 
for the village to authorize funds for 
the course. 


Should the Army balk at allowing 


water storage on their land, the park 
district could build a smaller nine- 
hole course with village funding or fi- 
nance a full facility itself without vil- 
lage assistance. 


Thornton described Gill's presenta- 


tion as a preliminary plan that is sub- 
ject to revision. 


The meeting, open to the public, is 


at 7:30 p.m. at Olympic Park, 660 N. 
Ridge Ave.

Duck hunters are reporting the best 


success of the season right now with 
bird populations the highest they've 
been in quite some time. 


A major exodus of both ducks and 


geese from southern Manitoba oc- 
curred Nov. 1M2. Most marshes and 
other small bodies of water in both 
Minnesota and Wisconsin are frozen, 
but some larger rivers and lakes re- 
mained open to the migrants. 


Approximately 125,000 Canada geese 


departed Wisconsin during the first 
half of N'ovember and the remaining 
125,000 took flight over the weekend, 
penetrating Illinois' boundaries. 


Recent aerial surveys of Murk 


Twain Notional Wildlife Refuge show 
some onr-hnlf million ducks and 17.000 
gersc — tip about 69 per cent from 
lust vcar at this time for ducks and 
about the same as 1974 figures for 


Illinois' two river valleys — Illinois 


and Mississippi — report extensive 
concentrations of both ducks and 
geese with hunters limiting out by 9 
a.m. in many cases. 


The Upper Illinois River valley 


shows 322,000 ducks with another

Nellie Fox dies of skin cancer 


BALTIMORE (UPI) - Nellie 


Fox, the tobacco-chewing bantam 
who played major league baseball 
for 19 years, died of skin cancer 
Monday at the University of 
Maryland Hospital. 


Fox, 47, had been admitted Oct. 


29 to the hospital's cancer unit. A 
spokesman said the cause of 
death was "widespread skin can- 
cer." 


Earlier this month, the former 


Chicago White Sox second base- 
man said from his hospital bed- 
side he had been undergoing 
treatment for some time. He in- 
sisted, however, that he felt fine 
and was brought to the hospital 
because "I just got a little weak 
and they brought me in for a 
checkup." 


A veteran of 19 major league 


seasons, his baseball trademarks 
w e r e a thick-handled "milk 
bottle" bat and a constant wad of 
tobacco stuffed In Us cheek. He 
appeared in 13 American League 
aB star games and established nu- 


merous major league records for 
second basemen while playing 
with the Chicago White Sox from 
1951 through 1963. 


All told, Fox, who began his ca- 


reer with the old Philadelphia 
Athletics in 1947 and finished it 
with the Houston Astros in 1965, 
compiled a .288 lifetime batting 
average with 2,663 hits in 2,367 
games. 


Fox's most celebrated season, 


however, was 1959 when he and 
his shortstop sidekick Luis Apa- 
ricio led the singles and speed 
oriented "Go-Go" White Sox to 
their first pennant in 40 years. 
Fox batted .306 and led the league 
in both putouts (364) and assists 
(453). 


Although the White Sox lost to 


the Los Angeles Dodgers IB a six- 
game World Series, Fox batted 
.375 in the '59 fall classic and cul- 
minated his season by winning the 
American League's most valuable 
player award. 


Although he holds major league 


records for most consecutive sea- 
sons leading the league in (1) sin- 
gles, (2) fewest strikeouts, (3) 
most at-bats, (4) putouts for a 
second baseman and (5) chances 
accepted by second 
baseman, 


Fox's most notable record was his 
streak of 792 consecutive games 
from 1955 through 1960. 


Still, mostly because he was a 


singles hitter in a home run hit- 
ters' game, the left-handed swing- 
ing Fox has failed to be elected to 
the Baseball Hall of Fame by the 
Baseball Writets Association of 
America. 


Fox, who was born in St. 


Thomas, Pa. on Christmas Day in 
1927, made his debut in organized 
baseball in 1944 when his father 
drove him to the Philadelphia A's 
tryout camp. Although too small 
by ordinary big league standards, 
A's owner Connie Mack decided to 
sign Fox when he learned the boy 
was draft exempt. 


Five years later, the A's traded 


Fox to Chicago for Journeyman 


catcher Joe Tipton in what was 
long acknowledged by former 
W h i t e Sox General Manager 
Frank Lane as "My best trade 
ever." 


Fox, who retired from baseball 


for good in 1973 after serving five 
years as a coach with the Wash- 
ington Senators-Texas Rangers, 
unfortunately didn't last long 
enough in baseball — at least as 
far as his many boosters were 
concerned. 


"It's a real shame," said Lane 


(now a scout with the California 
Angels) when informed of Fox's 
terminal illness. "Nellie should 
have been a manager. He was a 
natural and had it not been for the 
Senators needing a name like Ted 
Williams to counteract the Red- 
skins' naming of Vince Lombard! 
back in 1969, Nellie would've got- 
ten the job." 


Fox, who had lived in Cham- 


bersburg, Pa. since 1973, is sur- 
vived by bis wife Joanne and two 
daughters, Tracy and Bonnie.

Malone, drafted right out of high school last year to become one of 
the league's top scorers and rebounders, iron-man Ron Boone, who 
has played in more than 900 consecutive high school, college and 
pro games, and the much-traveled and currently injured Rick 
Mount.

hospital exit 


Elk Grove Village Trustee Ed- 


ward W. Kenna and Chamber of 
Commerce Pres. Jerry Capizzi 
are at odds over the proposed 
interchange at Interstate 90 and 
Biesterfield Road. 


We agree with Capizzi and oth- 


er members of the Elk Grove 
Village Board who say the inter- 
change is necessary to provide 
more efficient access to Alexian 
Brothers Medical Center. The 
interchange is essential for per- 
sons needing swift medical at- 
tention, and the drawbacks cited 
by Kenna in his opposition to the 
project seem far less important. 


The route to Alexian Brothers 


Medical Center is slow and non- 
direct. Drivers must travel two- 
lane roads from the Schaum- 
luii'K Township area, and by pick- 
ing through the highway system 
a driver easily could run into a 
dead end street at 1-90 while try- 
ing to reach the hospital. 


An alternate route is traveling 


1-90 to Higgins or Thorndale 
roads and then to the hospital. 
But both interchanges are at 
least five minutes from Alexian 
Brothers. 


Capizzi also believes the inter- 


change would provide more ef- 
ficient access to the commercial 
community of Elk Grove Vil- 
lage. We are uncertain about 
that point because of large shop- 
ping centers only a few minutes 
from the Elk Grove commercial 
district. 


Regardless, the point is that 


there is a need today for better 
access to Alexian Brothers Med- 
ical Center, which is the prima- 
ry health center for many area 
residents. 


Despite failure to convince 


state and federal officials of 
that need, because they say the 
Thorndale and Higgins inter- 
c h a n g e s are too close to 
Biesterfield, we continue to urge 
approval of the interchange. 


When Kenna asks for "one 


single advantage to any segment 
of the village population, be it 
industrial, commerical or resi- 
dential, other than the miniscule 
saving of time," by building the 
interchange, we can answer that 
the health and welfare of the 
people who use Alexian Brothers 
Medical Center is advantage 
enough. 


Chec-mate hits crime 


Hotfman Estates Police De- 


partment's new Chec-mate pro- 
gram had its first payoff last 
week and proved the new con- 
cept in crime fighting works. 


Chec-mate allows village resi- 


dents to register their names 
with the police in return for a 
number which can be used when 
reporting a crime. Thus, when 
the resident reports the crime, 
he or she remains anonymous. 
Only police and officials at the 
Suburban Bank of Hoffman Es- 
tates, which co-sponsor the pro- 
gram, have access to the list of 
names. 


Last week a man, registered 


m Chec-mate. telephoned to po- 


lice to report two men breaking 
into cars in a nearby parking 
lot. As a result of the call, police 
arrested the men and recovered 
more than $1,500 in stolen goods. 


The one problem with the pro- 


gram is it doesn't have enough 
participants. Only a few resi- 
dents have joined Chec-mate, 
and police cannot figure out 
why. 


Since the program offers total 


anonymity, it seems senseless 
that more residents have not be- 
come involved. We urge Hoff- 
man Estates residents to join 
Chec-mate and not wait until 
they become the victims of 
crime. 


Wise X-rated ruling 


The worth ot X-rated movies 


may be in the eye of the behol- 
der, but when those eyes ought 
to be on the highway, the "X" 
can create a traffic hazard.

Court 


Judge Francis T. Delaney took 
action recently to eliminate the 
t r a f f i c and other hazards 
created by the 53 Outdoor The- 
ater in Palatine Township by 
banning its showing of X-rated 
movies to passers-by as well as 
paying customers. 


The judge's action is a wel- 


come one for neighbors of the 
theater who for too long have 
had to put up with the intrusion 
of these films. In addition, the 
action hopefully will reduce traf- 
fic problems on Rand and Hicks 
roads, where drivers are often 


distracted by the images on the 
theater's screens. 


Judge Delaney made the point 


that his ruling, which prevents 
the theater from showing sex- 
ually explicit films as long 'as 
they are visible to persons out- 
side the theater, is not a ques- 
tion of the "right" to show such 
movies. 


Instead, the issue is the right 


of persons, including drivers, 
who have not chosen to watch an 
X-rated movie to not have the 
scenes foisted on them. 


Judge Delaney ruled wisely in 


stopping the theater from pro- 
jecting its/ films to the entire 
surrounding area. It's a needed 
step toward eliminating a long- 
standing problem.

Ford pushes Presidential role

WASHINGTON (UPI) - President 


Ford zigzagged across the nation for 
months in an unsuccessful bid to stop 
a challenge by Ronald Reagan and 
presidential aides now say Ford will 
do most of his politicking from the 
White House for a while. 


His strategy, they say, will be to 


stress his role as "the President" — 
even if he wasn't elected in his own 
right — and to see how Reagan fares 
in early primaries before risking an 
all-out battle with a fellow Republican 
that could divide the GOP and help 
the Democrats regain control of the 
White House. 


Press Secretary Ron Nessen sig- 


naled as much by saying Ford's cam- 
paign plans were still not set but that 
he mainly "is going to be staying in 
Washington and being the President 
and doing all the things and making 
all the decisions that he has to as 
President." 


WHILE TAKING this tack, other 


aides say Ford naturally will make 
appearances in an effort to undercut 


GERALD R. FORD 


Reagan's popularity and attempt to 
portray the former California gover- 
nor as an ultraconservative who 
would lose to any moderate Democrat 
in 1976. 


But the hope, they say, is that Rea- 


gan will withdraw quickly if the Pres- 
ident does little campaigning and still 
manages to win the first primary 
Feb. 24 in New Hampshire and the 
third, March 9 in Florida. 


Moreover, they say, Ford will not 


look too bad if Reagan runs very well 
in those contests — as he is expected 
to — after the President has made 
only limited efforts there. 


The risk for Ford, of course, is that 


Reagan may pick up so much momen- 
tum in those initial races that the 
President will have to turn things 
around fast in friendly Illinois on 
March 16 and roll up victories April 6 
in New York and Wisconsin or find 
himself sliding toward premature re- 
tirement.

spokesman are giving no hint that 
Ford is deeply concerned about Rea- 
gan's candidacy yet. For example, 
Nessen has been telling the presss 
daily that Ford "is confident he is go- 
ing to win the nomination and con- 
fident he is going to be elected Presi- 
dent." 


When asked about Ford's plans for 


countering the Reagan 
candidacy, 


Nessen often says something like this: 
"The people will judge him both in 
primaries and in the general election 
on one thing only — his record as 
President . . . and the direction for 
the future pointed to by his record as 
President." 


By the same token, however, the 


White House is showing little en- 
thusiasm for public opinion surveys 
these days in the early primary 
states. Nessen told reporters the other 
day, for example, that "I don't think 
that over the next year we're going to 
be able to comment on every poll and 
signal and straw in the wind." 


At his daily news briefings, Nessen 


also has taken increasingly to sug- 
gesting that reporters contact the 
President Ford Committee respon- 
sible for organizing bis 1976 campaign 
if they want answers to questions 
about it. 


AS FOR THE President's tempora- 


ry retreat from the campaign trail, 
Nessen and other White House spokes- 
men are attaching little significance 
to it and saying that Ford simply 
doesn't have time for a lot of domes- 
tic political travel now. 


"It has always been the plan that 


this would taper off during this period 
because of foreign travel and these 
very heavy demands on his tune for 
the budget, the State of the Union 
message and legislative proposals," 
Nessen said the other day when a re- 
porter raised the subject. 


How long all of this will continue 


obviously will depend on the strength 
of Reagan's challenge. Presidential 
aides say Ford will start campaigning 
full tilt right after the Florida pri- 
mary if necessary, but that he might 
not abandon the relatively low politi- 
cal profile then if the strategy Is 
working

Basking in the warm Florida 


sunshine, catching a few rays be- 
tween Christmas and New Year's, 
sounds like a lovely way to spend 
the holidays. But unless you've al- 
ready made airline reservations, 
better ask Santa for a sunlamp in- 
stead 


Aside from home and hearth, 


the Sunshine State is probably the 
most popular spot in the country 
with warm weather-loving Yan- 
kees this time of year. Record 
numbers of them are scheduled to 
depart from O'Hare in coming 
weeks. Things could change, but 
right now, there's nary an empty 
seat on most flights.

Ritz-Carlton Hotel opens quietly 


The first Ritz-Carlton Hotel to be 


built in the U.S. In nearly 50 years 
opened Monday in Chicago at Water 
Tower Place on the city's fashionable 
N. Michigan Avenue. Characteristic of 
the Rltz tradition of understated ele- 
gance, the new hotel opened quietly, 
without fanfare or traditional ribbon- 
cutting ceremonies. 


The 22-story Chicago Ritz-Carlton, 


with 450 guest accommodations, is lo- 
cated on floors 10 through 31 of the 74- 
story Water Tower Place, a block- 
square 
commercial-retail-residential 


complex. The hotel is only the second 
Ritz-Carlton in the United States, the 
other is the Boston Ritz-Carlton built 
In 1927. There are six other hotels 
worldwide associated with the name 
of Cesar Rltz, the Swiss hotelier who 
founded the original Ritz in Paris in 
1898. The other hotels are in London, 
Madrid, Montreal, Lisbon and Barce- 
lona. 


Guests and visitors to the Chicago 


Ritz-Carlton will reach the main lob- 
by, on the 12th floor, through a pri- 
vate, ground level entrance on East 
Pearson Street, near the historic Old 
Chicago Water Tower. The 12th floor 
Is a two-acre, glass-walled expanse 
that Is the top level of the low-rise 
portion of Water Tower Place. 


IN ADDITION to the main lobby, 


the 12th floor houses all of the public 
and private room facilities for enter- 
tainment, meetings and dining. There 
is The Shop; The Greenhouse with 
Italian mosaic marble floors and a 
sloping glass ceiling and walls, where 
guests can enjoy afternoon and eve- 
ning cocktails; The Dining Room; The 
Cafe, which os open around the clock 
for informal dining; The Bar with live 
entertainment; The Terrace, which is 
a skylighted, landscaped garden; The 
Vendome Suite for small dinner par- 
ties and meetings; The Conference 


Room; The Salon; and The Ballroom 
with its elegant crystal mass measur- 
ing more than 20 by 40 feet and con- 
taining some 24,000 feet of jewel-like 
strings of tiny, fully-cut lead crystals. 
The 12th floor also has The Prome- 
nade, a 210-foot walkway with 32 glass 
showcases featuring select merchan- 
dise from around the world. 


The Chicago Ritz-Carlton's 450-guest 


accommodations, located on the upper 
17 floors of the hotel, makes the hos- 
telry small by most standards. In ad- 
dition to regular guest rooms, there 
are two-, three- and six-room suites, 
and two floors with 20 three- to six- 
r o o m furnished and 
unfurnished 


apartments. 


The hotel staff will always number 


more than one person for each hotel 
guest. There are white-gloved eleva- 
tor operators and a concierge. Each 
floor of the hotel has a pantry for 
room service at any hour, and each 
bedroom has a bedside call button 
that summons the floor waiter, who 
responds in person to the call. This 
concept of a floor pantry is typically 
European and a service of Ritz hotels 
throughout the world. 


Furnishings for the guest rooms and 


suites were designed by Marshall 
Field & Company. The bedrooms are 
like a bedroom in a home. To capture 
the warmth of a home-like atmos- 
phere, eight basic patterns — the 
Ritz-Carlton Collection — were 
created for draperies, bedspreads and 
table skirts. These fabrics, which in- - 
elude floral designs and diagonal 
plaids, have been combined with four 
basic carpet patterns. The furniture is 
of the finest natural wood, custom de- 
signed in a combination of French 
and English traditional. Most of the 
rooms have oversize double or king- 
size beds. 


OTHER AMENITIES that reflect 


the hotel's attention to individual com- 
fort are AM/FM clock radios, color 
television, closet rods high enough for 
evening gowns, closet locks, lights 
that turn on when closet doors are 
open, windows that open, telephone 
extensions in the bathrooms and full- 
length mirrors. 


Special guest accommodations at 


the Ritz-Carlton include the Anni- 
versary Suites and State Suites. There 
are two, two-floor State Suites. The 
first level of each suite includes a re- 
ception room and salon, dining room, 
study, separate men's and ladies' 
rooms, wet bar and kitchen.' The sec- 
ond floor has two bedrooms, two 
dressing rooms, two full, bathrooms 
and one bath with a steam-equipped 
shower. Each level has a separate en- 
trance. 


The Anniversary Suites include a 


living and dining room combination 
with a dining room table, a bedroom, 
a bathroom with oversize bathtub and 
steam room, his and her dressing 
rooms and a second bathroom. 


Daily room rates at the Chicago 


Ritz-Carlton are from $50 to $60 for 
single occupancy, $60 to $75 for double 
occupancy and $140 to $480 for suites. 


THERE ARE other special areas 


and facilities at the Ritz-Carlton On 
the hotel's llth floor is a health spa, 
scheduled to open in the spring of 
1976. The spa will have an indoor, sky- 
lighted swimming pool and health fa- 
cilities, including saunas, an exercise 
room, whirlpool and masseurs and 
masseuses. 


The Chicago Ritz-Carlton is the first 


hotel in the country to have a facility 
designed solely for press activities. 
Located on the 13th floor, The Media 
Center is equipped to handle press 
conferences and other press events 
and has full capabilities for radio and 
television broadcasting. 


The idea for a new Ritz-Carlton Ho- 


tel was conceived more than five 
years ago by a group of professionals 
from the Ritz-Carlton Hotel of Boston 
and Marban of Chicago, the developer 
of Water Tower Place. 


"Our thoughts centered around the 


fact that the traveling public, which is 
generally hustled and bustled about, 
would patronize a new hotel that ca- 
tered exclusively to the individual," 
reflected Ebersol. "Chicago was an 
obvious choice." 


THE CHICAGO Ritz-Carlton faces 


Seneca Park, characteristic of a Ritz 
hotel to overlook a small park. There 
are magnificent views of the city's 
lakefront, -downtown skyline and the 
Old Chicago Water Tower landmark. 


Water Tower Place is a co-venture 


of Urban Investment 
and Devel- 


opment Co., a subsidiary of Aetna 
Life & Casualty; and Mafco Inc., a 
subsidiary of Marshall Field & Co. 
The two companies formed Marban. 


In addition to the Ritz-Carlton, the 


building Include* the seven-story At- 
rium Shopping Mall with major stores 
of Marshall Field & Company and 
Lord & Taylor that opened Oct. 20. 
Beginning in February 1976, the re- 
mainder of the Atrium Shopping Mall, 
including 100 shops and boutiques, will 
open. There will also be four movie 
theaters, a stage theater, a bank and 
restaurants. Above the Atrium Shop- 
ping Mall are two floors of corporate 
and professional offices. In addition to 
The Ritz-Carlton, the 62-story stower 
portion of Water Tower Place con- 
tains 40 floors of luxury condominium 
residences. Each facility in Water 
Tower Place has its own separate en- 
trance and transportation system. 


Construction of Water Tower Place, 


including the hotel, began in June 
1972. The hotel is scheduled for full 
completion in April 1976.

We give absolutely no economic rec- 


opition to the Importance of the 
single institution responsible for the 
day-to-day care and maintenance of 
human beings: the household. The 
family is an institution that tends our 
hearts, minds and bodies. No other in- 
stitution has such clear or complete 
charge or such enormous responsi- 
bility. At best, every program of so- 
cial care and welfare is compensation 
for deficiencies in some households, 
and there is no institution, public or 
private, that could be expected to as- 
sume even a small portion of the re- 
sponsibility that belongs to the house- 
hold. 


All our lives we are told of the irre- 


placeability of various industries. 
When there is a coal strike, we are 
reminded of its Importance to steel; 
when there is a steel strike, we are 
reminded of its importance to automo- 
biles; when there is an auto strike, we 
are informed that one job in every 
seven or 10 is dependent upon the au- 
tomobile. 


The household and the labor It re- 


quires Is accorded no such in- 
dtspensability. Yet, we need only ask 
what we would do without it to know 
Just how indispensable it is. 


WHAT WOULD we do with our 18 


million children under age 5? Or our 
37 million children between 5 and 14? 
Not to mention millions of elderly 
people. 


What Institution would house or feed 


the entire population, manage and 
maintain its physical property, care 
for its clothing or entertain it in its 
leisure time? 


If it requires effort and organization 


to create food, housing and cars, it 
also requires effort and organization 
to manage the use of housing and food 
and to schedule the necessary work. 
The household is responsible for all of 
this. It is a social institution. But it is 
also economic in the most original 
and profound sense. Yet its economic 
value Is excluded from all con- 
ventional economic accounts. 


Women are the chief victims of this 


exclusion. But they are not alone. Vir- 
tually all work that is not rewarded 
with wages is excluded from the na- 
tional income. While the household 
economy is the largest omission, the 
volunteer economy and the coopera- 
tive economy are also excluded. The 
common denominator of these forms 
of economic activity, beyond their 
failure to use money, is that they are 
organized around the idea of giving, 
of mutual need and of cooperation 
rather than competition.

ONE WAY TO determine the value 


of women's work in the household is 
to find out how much time it con- 
sumes and put a value on the time. 


An informal study by the Chase 


Manhattan Bank, for instance, report- 
ed that the average homemaker de- 
voted some 99.6 hours per week to 
household tasks. If nothing else, this 
study establishes the outer limits of 
the household economy and its credi- 
bility. The value of the housewife to 
be imputed from this study, assuming 
a minimum wage of $2 an hour, is in 
the vicinity of $10,000 a year. Since 
there are some 35 million married 
women "at home," we might figure, 
roughly, that their work is worth 
some $350 billion. 


The Chase Manhattan study, for ob- 


vious reason, has been enormously 
popular with divorce lawyers and the 
less-questioning members of the liber- 
ation movement, but the conclusions 
drawn from it are a trifle awkward 
when compared to more orthodox sta- 
tistics of income. Only one family in 
four, for instance, had a total of 1970

income in excess of $13,364, an 
amount cited by MS magazine in an 
article using the Chase figures as the 
value of a woman's work at home. In 
fact, only one salaried man in five 
earned more than $13,300 in 1970. 


A LESS DRAMATIC but more pro- 


fessional study, involving some 1,200 
families in the Seattle area, found 
that the work week of the housewife 
was determined largely by the num- 
ber and ages of her children. While 
the childless household required 35 
hours of work and the average house- 
hold required 49 hours, the household 
with one-to-three children required al- 
most 56 hours and the household with 
four or more children required 62 
hours. 


Based on the average hours in this 


study, the value of women's work at 
home, assuming a $2 minimum wage, 
would be about $185 billion. (If one 
assumed, somewhat more charitably, 
that the average housewife's efforts 
are worth the wages of the average 
secretary — $3.75 per hour — the con- 
tribution to national income would 
again rise to nearly $350 billion.) 


Cornell researchers Kathryn E. 


Walker and William H. Gauger drew 
similar but more elaborate con- 
clusions after a study of some 1,400 
families in the vicinity of Syracuse, 
N.Y. The survey families were asked 
to keep diaries accounting for the 
time spent on household tasks by both 
husband and wife. In families with 
one or more teenage children, the 
contributions by the younger mem- 
bers were also recorded. 


THE INFORMATION was then 


tabulated to separate families accord- 
ing to the number and ages of the 
children, and to whether or not the 
wife was also employed as a wage 
earner. 


As might be expected, the value of 


a woman's household work was high 
if she had young children, and it rose 
with the number of children. 


A childless woman with no job per- 


formed household work valued at 
about $4,000, while the work of a wom- 


an with three children, one of whom 
was under one year old, was worth 
$8,000. 


A typical young mother with two or 


three grammar-school-age 
children 


did household work worth about $5,600 
a year. This is almost $1,200 more 
than the average employed woman 
was paid at that time! 


The contribution of the husband to 


the work of the household was rela- 
tively constant. It was not, in general, 
found to be sensitive to the number or 
ages of the children and hovered, in 
most cases, around a value of $1,200 
to $1,300. When women worked in paid 
employment as well as the household, 
the value of the women's work at 
home dropped while the value of their 
husbands' work in the home rose. 


THE STUDY also noted that the to- 


tal work time for women employed in 
the household tended to be less than 
the total time (market and household 
work) for men. But women who held 
a paying job and did household work 
were found to put in a significantly 
longer work week than their spouses. 
None of this is exactly staggering 
news. It conforms with what most 
people would expect if they devoted 
much thought to the subject. 


The next step in Walker and Gau- 


ger's project was to bridge the gap 
between the individual family and the 
entire economy. Having found the 
household income for various cate- 
gories of families, they then matched 
their estimates with a profile of 
America's families provided by the 
Bureau of the Census. The end prod- 
uct is an estimate of what might be 
called the "national household In- 
come" in the United States. 


Their study indicates that the total 


"household income" was some $212 
billion in 1968. Women were respon- 
sible for almost 75 per cent, $155 bil- 
lion. The largest single contribution 
was made by "unemployed" house- 
wives, who were responsible for $124 
billion. These are incredible sums. 
Yet they are conservative, in total, 
because they exclude all those who

are not members of a nuclear family. 
This estimate of the national house- 
hold income excludes about 10 million 
households comprising single people, 
groups or families in which one of the 
parental figures is missing. 


WE CAN PUT these enormous sums 


in perspective by comparing the earn- 
ings of the household economy with 
those of various sectors of the market 
economy. 


In 1968, gross personal income in 


the United States amounted to $465 
billion. Some $98 billion in income 
taxes were paid. Thus, the value of 
household labor is worth more than 50 
per cent of all the aftertax labor in- 
come in the United States! 


The largest single market source of 


.labor income was (and is) manufac- 
turing, which paid out $146 billion in 
wages and salaries in 1968, a sum 
smaller than the value of women's 
work in the household! While the 
American housewife who did no work 
outside the home was worth some $124 


Kidney problem a defect 


I am trying to find out as much as I 


can about the kidney disease, myog- 
lobinurla. I have been told by my doc- 
tor that I have it. 


I had my first attack in 1960 with 


discolored urine and exhaustion when 
physical exertion was involved. A day 
or two of rest would clear the urine. 
I've had at least eight attacks since 
then. Since 1970 though, I have felt 
"done in" even after getting a good 
night's sleep. 


I'm 45 and weigh 145 and have had 


a very active life, bowling, baseball, 
football, track, basketball and swim, 
mlng. I can't do any of these now for 
fear of an attack. 


Will my children have this? What 


about my brothers and sisters and 
their children? Will dialysis help? I 
had another attack last Saturday after 
washing and waxing my car. My doc- 
tor gays rest and no physical exertion. 


You have a very rare disease, and 


there are a lot of facets of it that are 
not completely understood. That is 
why you can't get the answer you 
want. 


Actually, you do not have a kidney 


disease. The defect is in relation to 
your muscles. All of us have a sub- 
stance in our muscles called myoglo- 
bin. It is much like hemoglobin in the 
red cells of your blood except that it 
is a smaller molecule. And, it has 
largely the same purpose, to combine 
with oxygen. This is one way your 
muscle cells store oxygen so it will be 
immediately available for any muscle 
work without waiting for a supply of

oxygen from the circulation. 


Your energy comes from the use of 


oxygen to break down food products 
to release the energy they contain. 
Without oxygen in the cells, regard- 
less of your diet, you will not be able 
to use food energy. If a person has an 
iron deficiency, the myoglobin as well 
as hemoglobin In the red blood cells 
will be affected. 


THE USUAL FORM of myoglobi- 


nuria results from injury to the mus- 
cles. This can even happen if a person 
is trapped under falling debris in a 
collapsing building. It happens more 
often from unusually vigorous physi- 
cal exertion. Military physicians see it 
in troops after a long march if they 
have not been trained to tolerate that 
much activity. 


The injured muscles are sore and 


release myoglobin. The myglobin is 
eliminated in the urine, giving it a red 
or brownish color. The swollen and 
sore muscles involved, plus the dis- 
colored urine, are a pretty good in- 
dication of the nature of the problem. 
Special tests of the urine and blood 
e s t a b l i s h that the substance is 
myoglobin. 


There are some cases where the 


problem has occurred in family mem- 
bers, but this is the rarest of the types 
seen. 


THE CHIEF danger is damage to 


the kidneys from the myoglobin. Par- 
ticularly during an attack drink lots 
of water to dilute the urine adequate- 
ly. A person can get along well with 
only one kidney so the loss of 18 per 
cent of your kidneys is not serious. 


Your case is rare enough that your 


doctor might want to have you exam- 
ined at a university medical center. 
By quite complex tests they might 
be able to pinpoint the basis of your 
recurrent attacks and offer something 
more constructive.

Orange scent should kill closet odo] 


Dear Dorothy: We moved into a 


2-year-old home four months ago. The 
kitchen pantry has a strong odor. A 
neighbor said the former owner had 
used some strong materials to get rid 
of weevils. We've tried a disinfectant, 
painted the area and even cut a vent 
in the ceiling, but the odor persists. 
Can you help?—Mrs. Evelyn Stevens. 


I suggest you try what furniture 


people do when confronted with odors 
in wooden pieces. Put squeezed-out 
oranges in a blender. When they're 
completely blended, place in water- 
proof dishes and put on the shelves of 
the pantry. Or you can add a tiny bit 
of water, put it all into a sprayer and 
spray every nook in the pantry. The 
pleasant orange-scented air ought not 
only to cover up the odor but finally 
eliminate it. If it doesn't work totally 
right away, repeat the procedure in a 
week or two. 


Dear Dorothy: I have a recipe that 


calls for three-quarters of a pound of 
butter. When using sticks of butter, 
how many sticks will that be?—Mrs. 
J. F. Herring 


Three sticks. I think your confusion 


arises from the new measurements 
regarding shortening —when recipes 
call for one cup of butter or marga- 
rine. It still throws many of us. One 
cup of butter or margarine is one-half 
pound. When using stick butter, the 
measurements are all nicely marked 
on the wrapping of each quarter- 
pound.

the employes of the federal, state and 
local governments were paid only $96 
billion; all the wholesale and retail 
workers were paid only $75 billion; 
and all service workers were paid 
only $56 billhon. 


In the same year, all the corpo- 


rations in the United States paid out 
gross wages of some $320 billion The 
next largest single source of "in- 
come" is the household economy at 
$212 billion. Yet its contribution never 
appears in government statistics. 


Women, in effect, have been short- 


changed by $155 billion a year when it 
comes to adding up the score for eco- 
nomic contributions.

Company's 1st anniversary 
marks director 
9s departure

The Chicago Ballet's first anni- 


versary gala last weekend ironically 
marked the departure of artistic di- 
rector Ben Stevenson, closing one 
chapter in the small company's brief 
history. 


The event was celebrated with the 


annearance of four guest dancers — 
three from the American 
Ballet 


Theatre and one from the City Center 
Joffrey Ballet. The names of the 
dancers had' an irony of their own. 
Kevin McKenzie, Christine Knoblauch 
and Kirk Peterson had all been Ste- 
venson dancers when part of the now 
defunct National Ballet of Washing- 
ton. 


The names apparently also brought 


out the audience because the tiny 
chamber theater at 1016 N. Dearborn 
St. was sold out all weekend. And Re- 
becca Wright, soloist with the AST, 
was one of the names everyone turned 
out to see. 


APPEARING FRIDAY night in a 


pas de deux from Arpino's "Ketten- 
tanz," Miss Wright gave a fluid and 
tender performance with her partner 
McKenzie, now with the Joffrey. Set 
to Strauss music, the romantic duet 
shows Miss Wright alternately flirting 
with McKenzie and then melting in 
his arms. 


The piece was well suited for the 


tiny theater, which often shows the 
dancers too close-up for such roman- 
tics.

The major work of the evening was 


the third act of Stevenson's ''Sleeping 
B e a u t y , ' * which featured Miss

Ask Andy 
Asteroids are really planetoids 


Andy tends a complete 20-volnme 


get of the Merit Students Encyclo- 
p«riln to Mark Scrafino, ID, of Venice, 
Fla.. for his question: 
ARE ASTEROIDS THE SAME AS 
PLANETS? 


Our blazing sun is a rather lonely 


star with a large family It rules the 
nine planets and their moons, lots of 
comets and countless meteors — plus 
a troop of bright little asteroids. In 
some ways the asteroids are like plan- 
ets, which is why they are called plan- 
etoids 


In order to qualify, a planet must 


have 1(5 own orbit around the sun. 
Some of the planets are big enough 
and close enough to be seen like stars 
In the sky. However, they are not 
stars, and their golden light Is merely 
the reflection of sunlight. Comets and 
meteors do not qualify as planets be- 
cause they do not have neat, roundish 
planet-type orbits. Moons do not quali- 
fy because they orbit around a planet 
as the planet orbits around the sun. 


Now let's try to classify the aste- 


roids. There are thousands out there 
between the orbits of the two planets 
Mars and Jupiter. Not one of them is 
as big as the smallest of the 9 planets.

But each little asteroid travels its own 
orbit around the sun. In this respect, 
asteroids surely qualify as planet-type 
heavenly bodies. 


However, aside from its special or- 


bit around the sun, it seems that a 
planet must also be fairly sizable. The 
smallest of the nine planets is Mercu- 
ry, which Is about 3,100 miles wide. 
The biggest asteroid we know about is 
named Ceres — and it is only about 
480 miles wide. About a dozen others 
are a little wider than 100 miles, and 
the rest are no bigger than boulders 
and pebbles. 


Each asteroid circles its own orbit 


around the sun at its own speed — 
just as a big planet does. But not one 
is big enough to qualify as a full- 
fledged planet. They are almost-but- 
not-quite-planets. We can call them 
either planetoids, which means mini- 
planets, or minor planets, which 
means junior-grade planets. 


The orbits of most planets are neat- 


ly spaced, one outside another. But 
for reasons unknown there is an ex- 
tra-wide space between the orbits of 
Mars and giant Jupiter. This space is 
occupied by the thousands of aste- 
roids, circling the sun like flocks of 


shining butterflies Once in a while an 
asteroid named Vesta strays close to 
the earth, and we get a chance to see 
it — without a telescope.

If you like to hear a sound like 


waves on a distant beach, then hold a 
conch shell to your ear. This graceful 
shell was designed and built by a sea 
snail, equipped with gills to extract 
dissolved oxygen from the water. Like 
all the snails, he is a mollusk animal, 
with no bones in his soft body. He has 
a head with a longish snout and a pair 
of round eyes on top of stalks. 


His one and only foot is tipped with 


a sturdy claw. He pokes his claw into 
the silty sand and uses it to leap 
along, somewhat like a mini pole 
vaulter. The garden snail, as we 
know, is meek and mild. The seagoing 
conch is a scrappy character. Some- 
times he uses his claw like a dagger 
to defend himself against crusty crabs 
and famished fishes. His favorite food 
Is seaweed, and he spends hours

TODAY CAROL Rogman limps, has 


a slight speech impediment, and im- 
pairment of the use of her left hand. 
But she is married and has a 19- 
month-old son. 


When she was 19, the Dundee Com- 


munity 
High 
School homecoming 


queen was in an auto accident. She 
severely bruised her brain stem and 
lay in a coma for four months. Her 
body wasted to 65 pounds and was fro- 
zen in a grotesque position. 


When she regained consciousness, it 


took her almost a year to learn to 
walk and talk again. "I was glad I 
had a mother like I had," she said. "I 
realize now how much she must have 
loved me and cared for me ... She 
was so determined that I was going to 
make it. 


"She kept telling me, 'You're gong 


to make it,' and that she needed me 
at home because my father was dead 
and my brother was in the service ... 


"I had the determination to pull 


through. I don't know if it was for my 
mother, or for the religious beliefs I 
had, but I pulled through and I'm 
here to help whoever needs it." 


MRS. ROGMAN said she does not 


remember the pain from the accident 
but remembers at least one good 
thing came of it. 


"If it weren't for that accident, I 


wouldn't be married to the man I'm 
married to now,1' she said. "Because 
my husband then a neighbor saw the 
accident... went and told my mother 
and brother about it, and was with me 
all the time I was in the hospital..." 


She said she and her mother do not 


blame the doctors who once thought 
she could not recover. 


"I don't blame them one bit," she 


said. "They did the best they could 
because they had no knowledge of 
whatever was going on, except from 
former experiences." 


ERA supporters 
seek push from 
'silent majority' 


Equal Rights Amendment suppor- 


ters are seeking a new push from the 
"sUent majority" of Illinois women 
and over $100,000. 


The new ERA push was announced 


Sunday in an effort to get the ERA 
ratified next spring by the state 
legislature. 


Odas Nicholson, the principal spon- 


sor of the Equal Rights Provision of 
the 1970 state constitution, saM, "A 
number of people are not being heard 
from at all. 


"What we will have to do is get at 


those women not aligned with any 
group. We've got to broaden our 
base," she said. 


MS. NICHOLSON said a primary 


goal of the campaign is to eliminate 
misunderstandings about ERA, and 
"to convince the men they aren't 
threatened. 


"THE PURPOSE of this proposed 


amendment is to remove the badget 
of second-class citizenship from the 
female population ... It will not lead 
to a unisexual society, or cause any 
change in the appearance of women," 
she said. 


And the passage of the ERA would 


not force women to find jobs or to 
serve in the armed forces, she said. 


"Congress today has the power to 


draft women for the armed service," 
she said, arguing that the ERA would 
neither add nor detract 
from that 


power. 


"ITS ANOTHER put-down of wom- 


en that they should be so shook by the 
draft. If the country is in danger, does 
anyone truly believe that women 
wouldn't want to do their part?" she 
said. 


The ERA campaign will take "the 


block-club approach" and pay for ad- 
vertisements in the media to tell Illi- 
nois women "to cease to be silent," 
Ms. Nicholson said. And they will be 
asked to vote against candidates in 
next year's primary election who op- 
pose ERA, she said.

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Proxmire proposes bill 
limiting size of banks 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Contending 


that the entire economy could come 
under the control of a few large 
banks, Chairman William Proxmire 
of the Senate Banking Committee 
proposed legislation Monday to limit 
the size of banks. 


Under Proxmire's proposal, banks 


would be prohibited from gaining con- 
trol through mergers or acquisitions 
of more than 20 per cent of the bank- 
Ing assets in their home states. Banks 
already that large would not have to 
divest, but could not grow through 
mergers. 


Another Proxmire bill — to merge 


the three federal bank regulatory 
agencies into a single unit — came 
under fire at a hearjng Proxmire 
chaired. Consumer advocate Ralph 
Nader and economist Allen R. Fergu- 
son, president of the Public Interest 
Economics Center, said the measure 
did not go far enough. 


IN PARTICULAR, they condemned 


secrecy by the Federal 
Reserve 


Board, the controller of the currency 
and the Federal Deposit Insurance 
Corp. about the findings of their in- 
spections <and audits. 


In several instances, stockholders 


and depositors were unaware of un- 
safe conditions in banks that sub- 
sequently failed even though the regu- 
lators knew about the trouble spots, 
they said. 


They said secrecy also permits 


bank representatives to sit on the 
boards of competing companies in 
which the banks hold or vote stocks. 


Proxmire said unless the current 


trend is reversed, "our economy will 
eventually be controlled by a few gi- 
ant banking institutions. The concen- 
tration of banking resources has al- 
ready proceeded to an alarming lev- 
el." 


Ferguson presented figres showing 


that two years ago the five largest 
banks in Nevada held 97 per cent of 
the state's total bank deposits. Other 
states where the five largest banks 


held over 80 per cent of deposits 
were: Arizona, 94.7 per cent; Rhode 
Island, 92.7; Delaware, 92; Hawaii, 
89.2; Alaska 87.9; the District of Co- 
lumbia 88.8; Idaho 87.9; and Oregon 
83.1.

organic compounds found in it.

was recommended by the six U.S. En- 
vironmental Research Laboratory sci- 
entists at Athens, Ga., who made the 
study.

into a goat the resulting antibody was 
effective not only against itself but 
against each of the viruses containing 
the protein cell. 


He said it is tills antibody against 


the synthetic pure protein fragment 
that should make it possible to deter- 
mine whether human cancer cells 
contain type C viruses. 


Five researchers at the University 


of California at Irvine said a recent 
report indicting longer life-time for 
chlorofluorocarbons at stratospheric 
temperatures than at room tempera- 
tures had been "incorrectly 
inter- 


preted" by some to mean that de- 
struction of the ozone layer is slower 
than previously believed. 


Actually, the reverse effect takes 


place, they said.

Doctors in Britain 
refuse overtime work 


LONDON (UPI) - Britain's 11,000 


senior doctors joined 19,000 interns in 
refusing to work overtime in hospitals 
Monday. The government warned that 
patients could die as a result. 


Numerous hospitals were forced to 


shut down for the night and others 
closed completely. Ambulance drivers 
complained that they did not know 
where to take the seriously ill and in- 
jured. 


Health Secretary Barbara Castle 


told parliament the doctors' action 
"will give rise to very serious Yisks 
and even to lives of patients. 


"In the government's view it is In- 


defensible that any patient's life 
should remain at risk while dis- 
cussions go on." 


MRS. CASTLE appealed to doctors 


"even at this late hour to reconsider 
their damaging action and to resume 
talks." 


The partial work stoppage con- 


fronted the state-run National Health 


Service with its gravest crisis since it 
started in 1948. 


Senior hospital doctors joined in the 


overtime ban Monday in protest 
against government plans to. phase 
out paying patients from National 
Health Service hospitals. 


The interns first refused to work 


overtime five days ago to protest un- 
derstaffing that forced them to work 
up to 80 hours a week regularly at low 
pay. 


Both consultants and interns say 


they will continue to treat seriously ill 
patients, but in the London region 27 
of 50 emergency rooms normally open 
during the weekend were closed down. 


Dr. Norman Simmons, leader of the 


Hospital Consultants and Specialists 
Association, said there was no chance 
his members would return to work if 
the government does not yield to 
some of their demands. 
, "They an not looking for any sign 
of weakness from the government, 
just a sign of reason," be said. 


Deputy Attorney General Harold R. 
Tyler Jr. said he ordered the search 
fee waived after receiving several 
requests. 


Tyler said, "The Rosenberg case is 


close to being unique in terms of both 
current public Interest and historical 
significance. 


"I am convinced that my action is in 


the public interest in this particular 
case inasmuch as release of these 
records will benefit the general public 
far more than it will any individual 
requester." 


"In taking this action," Tyler said, 


"I wish to affirm my belief that pub- 
lic examination of these records win 
demonstrate beyond reasonable doubt 
the integrity of the investigative, pros- 
ecutorial and judicial processes as 
they were carried out in the Rosen- 
berg case." 


THE ROSENBERGS were elec- 


trocuted in 1953 on conviction of pass- 
ing atomic secrets to the Russians. 
Their sons, who use the name Meere- 
pol after then* adoptive parents, had 
not requested the waiver but threat- 
ened court action to get the charge 
removed. 


The waiver requests were made by 


Smith College history Prof. Allen 
Weinstein, and by reporters for The 
Washington Star 
and Washington 


Post. 


Tyler ordered the FBI to make the 


papers available as soon as possible 
to all who wish to see them. The en- 
tire FBI-file consists of about 29,900 
pages. 


The FBI had already waived a 


charge for time executives spent re- 
viewing the documents to remove in- 
formation that would encroach on the 
privacy of innocent persons and other 
matters exempted by the Freedom of 
Information Act. 


Tyler said this charge would have 


totaled $215,000.

Daley's slate defies political tradition

Mayor Richard J. Daley's Demo- 


cratic State Central Committee pro- 
duced a slate of candidates Monday 
that could be headed .as much toward 
challenging political tradition as get- 
ting votes.

Neil Martigan, to run for governor 
and lieutenant governor respectively,

• Allowed State Treasurer Alan 


Dixon, a downstater known to think 
on his own, to win his game of gut 
politics and be slated for secretary of 
state over Hartigan, a trusted Daley 
protege; 


• Chose State Senate Pres. Cecil 


Partee, D-Chicago, to run for Illinois 
Atty. General, making him the first 
black ever to be slated by a major 
party for a statewide office; 


• Tapped avowed "nonpolitician" 


Michael Bakalis, the former superin- 
tendent of public instruction, to run 
for comptroller. 


THE DECISION to slate Hartigan 


for another term in his present job 
broke the log jam created when How- 
lett bowed to pressure and decided to 
run for governor, forcing Dixon to 
proclaim he would drop out of the 
governor's race only if he was slated 
for secretary of state. 


Dixon backers, 
while confident, 


were unsure their man would win his 
demands until onetime rebel Chicago 


Aid. Edward Vdrolyak nominated 
Dixon for the powerful office, which 
controls about 3,600 jobs throughout 
the state. 


Dixon's slating appeared to confirm 


reports that he had to be satisfied in 
order for him to drop his campaign 
for governor. Howlett had privately 
told Dixon he would not have accept- 
ed slating for governor unless Dixon 
got what he wanted, observers said. 


The choice of Partee for attorney 


general caught a few Democrats by 
surprise. The state senator had been 


mentioned as a possible candidate for 
the Illinois Supreme Court or lieuten- 
ant governor. He was the only candi- 
date not to appear before the slatema- 
kers and formally ask for their back- 
ing before the slate was announced. 


THE PARTEE SLATING was seen 


by some party regulars as a move 
which makes Partee the party's sacri- 
ficial lamb next year. He will face Il- 
linois Atty. Gen. William Scott, who is 
generally considered the most popular 
vote getter the Republicans have. 


Bakalis, who emerged in 1970 from 
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obscurity as college instructor at 
Northern Illinois University to beat 
Republican power Ray Page by more 
than 500,000 votes, brought youth and 
balance to the ticket. Bakalis, from 
DuPage County, and Dixon, who re- 
sides in Belleville, are the only non- 
Cook County candidates on the ticket. 


The slating process was not without 


some opposition. Three members of 
the 24-man central committee refused 
to vote on the party choices because 
they had been chosen by a special

Ford vows not to bow 
to Chinese pressure 


PEKING (UPI) - President Ford, 


warmly greeted but lectured by his 
hosts about the evils of Soviet-Ameri- 
can detente, opened formal talks with 
China's aging leaders Tuesday. Aides 
said he would not bow to Chinese 
pressure to cool relations with Russia. 


"They are not going to change our 


minds." White House Press Secretary 
Ron Nessen told reporters in the 
Great Hall of the People moments af- 
ter the President sat down across a 
conference table from China's day-to- 
day ruler, acting Premier Teng 
Hsiao-ping. 


But Nessen said the leaders would 


include the U.S. peace-making policy 
toward the Russians in their talks. 


CHINESE AND AMERICAN differ- 


ences over detente, 
already well 


known to both nations before Ford's 


trip, surfaced again in toasts by Teng 
at a banquet welcoming Ford to Pek- 
ing Monday and in Ford's return 
toast. 


Ford listened silently as Teng rose 


during a glittering, nine course wel- 
coming banquet in the Great Hall, de- 
nounced the "rhetoric of detente" and 
warned Ford that it might conceal a 
Soviet threat of a new world war. 


In a mildly worded reply, Ford 


pledged to guard against military 
threats but said firmly he would "ex- 
plore new opportunities for peace 
without illusions" within the frame- 
work of his nation's own interests. 


The dispute did not mar good-hu- 


mored bantering across the confer- 
ence table when Ford and Teng met 
the next day, and the two chatted

THE COUNCIL vote was 11-4, with

and George Olen, 2nd, opposing the 
Algonquin Road location. 


Aid. Joseph Szabo, 1st, was absent. 
Those voting for the Algonquin 


Road location cited, increased traffic 
and objections from local businesses 
as reasons for opposing construction 
of the underpass on Oakton Street. 
Some aldermen also said Oakton 
Street would not serve enough local 
residents. 


The city has been considering con- 


struction of an underpass on the west 
side of the city because of numerous 
traffic tie-ups that occur when freight 
trains pass through the city. 


ENGINEERS STUDYING the prob- 


lem say traffic is stopped at the out- 
erbelt tracks six of every 30 minutes 
delaying motorists and emergency ve- 
hicles traveling east and west.

Dist. 63 teachers is in dispute with the 
teachers' union and school board in- 
terpreting the salary settlement dif- 
ferently.

PEKING (UPI) - President Ford,

"They are not going to change our 


White House Press Secretary 
Ron Nessen told reporters in the 
Great Hall of the People moments af- 
ter the President sat down across a 
conference table from China's day-to- 
day ruler, acting Premier Teng 
Hsiao-ping. 


But Nessen said the leaders would 


include the U.S. peace-making policy 
toward the Russians in their talks. 


CHINESE AND AMERICAN differ- 


ences over detente, already well 
known to both nations before Ford's 


trip, surfaced again in toasts by Teng 
at a banquet welcoming Ford to Pek- 
ing Monday and in Ford's return 
toast. 


Ford listened.silently as<Teng rose 


during a glittering, nine course wel- 
coming banquet in the Great Hall, de- 
nounced the "rhetoric of detente" and 
warned Ford that it might conceal a 
Soviet threat of a new world war. 


In a mildly worded reply, Ford

(Last in a series) 


The heart attack patient's real hos- 


pital stay begins with the elevator 
ride up to the sixth floor of the Ale- 
xian Brothers Medical Center. 


Located to the left of the elevator a 


short way down a corridor is the co- 
ronary care unit, an intensive-care 
unit for cardiac patients; and the co- 
ronary surveillance unit. Depending 
on his condition, a patient will spend 
three to five days in each under con- 
stant monitoring and surveillance. 


"It's very important, we feel, that 


the patient gets up to coronary care 
as soon as possible," said Charlene

"WE WANT THE patient to be re- 


laxed in his new environment as soon 
as possible. It is an environment that 
is very threatening to a patient at 
first because of all the equipment, IVs 
(intravenous hookups for medication 
purposes), alarms and monitors." 


As in every stage of his heart attack 


care, from the firemen arriving at the 
heart attack scene to the emergency 
room, the patient is again told about 
everything that is being done. "The 
problem is fear of the unknown," Ms. 
Linnemann said. 


The coronary care unit is specifi- 


cally designed to deal with electrical 
malfunctions of the heart, such as ir- 
r e g u l a r or abnormal heartbeats. 
"Studies found that most deaths with- 
in a 24- to 72-hour period after a heart 
attack 
are 
an 
electrically-caused 


death," Ms. Linnemann said. 


The heart functions similarly to an 


electrical system with a rhythmatic 
pulser. An electric shock is used to 
adjust the heartbeat if it becomes ir- 
regular. 


"THE PRIMARY purpose at the time 


the coronary care concept came into 
being was that we found if we give an 
electrical shock we can correct the 
situation." 


From a central nursing station in 


the coronary care unit, nurses on duty 
can check on all the patients' heart 
rhythms on monitors. The patients 
also are within eyesight of the station. 


After the initial danger of an elec- 


trical heart problem passes, the 
patient is moved into the coronary 
surveillance unit. About a year old, 
this unit serves as a "half-way" stage 
between intensive cardiac care and a 
room on a general floor. 


Ms. Linnemann said the unit makes 


the transfer to the general floor more 
gradual for the patient and also pro- 
vides constant monitoring of heart 
beat and rhythm at a nursing station 
across the corridor. Up to eight 
patients at a time can be accom- 
modated. 


"THERE IS A mortality rate for 


patients after they have been trans- 
ferred from the coronary care unit to 
other parts of the hospital," she said, 
explaining why the surveillance unit 
was started. 


The coronary surveillance unit en- 


ables the hospital's 30 cardiac care 
nurses and five cardiologists to be 
readily available to the patient. 


Visiting hours, which in the corona- 


ry care unit are restricted to four 15- 
minute visits a day from members of 
the immediate family, are expanded 
for patients in the coronary surveil- 
lance unit. Patients also are allowed a 
telephone and television. 


"Their activity is gradually in- 


creased," Ms. Linnemann said. "Re- 
habilitation begins in an organized 
fashion." 


Dr. Yeong Kim, chairman of the 


cardiac care unit, is developing a gen- 
eral rehabilitation program, but for 
now the amount of rehabilitation de- 
pends on the patient's own doctor. 


S O M E 
DOCTORS have their 


patients walk down a corridor a speci- 
fied number of times or even down 
some stairs. 


"Usually we tell patients one of the 


last activities they can do is to climb 
stairs. So it is some degree of accom- 
plishment they feel after they climb 
the stairs," Ms. Linnemann said. 


Most of the exercise comes during 


the two to three weeks the patient 
spends on a general floor, having left 


the coronary surveillance unit after 
three to five days. 


There are patient education classes 


to help the heart attack victim get 
back into activity at the proper levels. 
"There's a lot of teaching. There's a 
denial process — they can't eat as be- 
fore or do the same things," said 
Jackie Carrier, manager of the hos- 
pital's ambulatory services. 


THE CLASSES, to which relatives 


are invited, cover anatomy, what a 
heart attack is, health guidelines, how 
patients will feel when they go home, 
medication and what limitations on 
activity patients may have. Dietician 
Faith Smith conducts a class, as does 
the Rev. Richard Tessmer of pastoral 
services and Brother Eugene Gizzi of 
social services. 


Last year, the hospital had 460 car- 


diac patients, in a ratio of about three 
men for every two women, Mrs. Car- 
rier said. 


"Generally, we have thought o£ 


heart attack patients as men. Women 
are beginning to smoke more. They 
are beginning to get up to the same 
level as men. With more women 
working they are being subjected to 
the same stresses as men," she said, 
stresses which contribute to coronary 
disease.

Daley's slate defies political tradition

Mayor Richard J. Daley's Demo- 


cratic State Central Committee pro- 
duced a slate of candidates Monday 
that could be headed as much toward 
challenging political tradition as get- 
ting votes. 


The Daley-dominated slatemakers: 
• Picked two Irish Catholics, Sec. 


of State Michael Hewlett and Lt. Gov. 
Nell Martigan, to run (or governor 
and lieutenant governor respectively, 


a move political pundits say could be 
suicide; 


• Allowed State Treasurer Alan 


Dixon, a downstater known to think 
on his own, to win his game of gut 
politics and be slated for secretary of 
state over Hartigan, a trusted Daley 
protege; 


• Chose State Senate Pres. Cecil 


Partee, D-Chicago, to run for Illinois 
Atty. General, making him the first 
black ever to be slated by a major 
party for a statewide office; 


• Tapped avowed "nonpolitician" 


Michael Bakalis, the former superin- 
tendent of public instruction, to run 
for comptroller. 


THE DECISION to slate Hartigan 


for another term in his present job 
broke the log jam created when Hew- 
lett bowed to pressure and decided to 
run for governor, forcing Dixon to 
proclaim he would drop out of the 
governor's race only if lie was slated 
for secretary of state. 


Dixon backers, 
while confident, 


were unsure their man would win his 
demands until onetime rebel Chicago 


Aid. Edward 
Vdrolyak nominated 


Dixon for the powerful office, which 
controls about 3,600 jobs throughout 
the state. >• 


Dixon's slating appeared to confirm 


reports that he had to be satisfied in 
order for him to drop his campaign 
for governor. Hewlett had privately 
told Dixon he would not have accept- 
ed slating for governor unless Dixon 
got what he wanted, observers said. 


The choice of Partee for attorney 


general caught a few Democrats by 
surprise. The state senator had been 


mentioned as a possible candidate for 
the Illinois Supreme Court or lieuten- 
ant governor. He was the only candi- 
date not to appear before the slatema- 
kers and formally ask for their back- 
ing before the slate was announced. 


THE PARTEE SLATING was? seen 


by some party regulars as a move 
which makes Partee the party's sacri- 
ficial lamb next year. He will face Il- 
linois Atty. Gen. William Scott, who is 
generally considered the most popular 
vote getter the Republicans have. 


Bakalis, who emerged in 1970 from 


obscurity as college instructor at 
Northern Illinois University to beat 
Republican power Ray Page by more 
than 500,000 votes, brought youth and 
balance to the ticket. Bakalis, from 
DuPage County, and Dixon. who re- 
sides in Belleville, are the only non-

PEKING (UPI) — President Ford, 


warmly greeted but lectured by his 
hosts about the evils of Soviet-Ameri- 
can detente, opened formal talks with 
China's aging leaders Tuesday. Aides 
said he would not bow to Chinese 
pressure to cool relations with Russia. 


"They are not going to change our 


minds," White House Press Secretary 
Ron Nessen told reporters in the 
Great Hall of the People moments af- 
ter the President sat down across a 
conference table from China's day-to- 
day ruler,

Hsiao-ping. 


But Nessen said the leaders would 


include the U.S. peace-makirj policy 
toward the Russians in their talks. 


CHINESE AND AMERICAN differ- 


ences over detente, already well 
known to both nations before Ford's 


trip, surfaced again in toasts by Teng 
at a banquet welcoming Ford to Pek- 
ing Monday and in Ford's return 
toast. 


Ford listened silently as Teng rose 


during a glittering, nine course wel- 
coming banquet in the Great Hall, de- 
nounced the "rhetoric of detente" and 
warned Ford that it might conceal a 
Soviet threat of a new world war. 


In a mildly worded reply, Ford 


pledged to guard against military 
threats but said firmly he would "ex- 
plore new opportunities for peace 
without illusions" within the frame- 
work of his nation's own interests. 


The dispute did not mar good-hu- 


mored bantering across the confer- 
ence table when Ford and Teng met

THE DECISION to slate Hartigan 


for another term in his present job 
broke the log jam created when How- 
lett bowed to pressure and decided to 
run for governor, forcing Dixon to 
proclaim he would drop out of the 
governor's race only if he was slated 
for secretary of state. 


Dixon backers, 
while confident, 


were unsure their man would win his 
demands until onetime rebel Chicago 


Aid. Edward Vdrolyak nominated 
Dixon for the powerful office, which 
controls about 3,600 jobs throughout 
the state. 


Dixon's slating appeared to confirm 


reports that he had to be satisfied in 
order for him to drop his campaign 
for governor. Howlett had privately 
told Dixon he would not have accept- 
ed slating for governor unless Dixon 
got what he wanted, observers said. 


The choice of Partee for attorney 


general caught a few Democrats by 
surprise. The state senator had been 


mentioned as a possible candidate for 
the Illinois Supreme Court or lieuten- 
ant governor. He was the only candi- 
date not to appear before the slatema- 
kers and formally ask for their back- 
ing before the slate was announced. 


THE PARTEE SLATING was seen 


by some party regulars as a move 
which makes Partee the party's sacri- 
ficial lamb next year.

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'Slightly higher9 iund request 
Library expected to OK 
76-77 budget tonight

T h e Rolling Meadows Library 


Board is expected to approve a 1976-77 
budget tonight which is "slightly high- 
er" than this year's but provides no 
new programs. 


Librarian Judith Drescher, who 


recently submitted the budget to the 
fmance committee for its review and 
revisions, said "It is just slightly 
higher than this year's, but instead of 
adding new programs the extra funds 
will barely cover increased service 
costs," she said. 


Mrs. Drescher said the higher budg- 


et must cover increased costs in the 
Illinois Municipal Retirement Fund, 
higher utility and insurance rates and 
repair and maintenance costs. 


MRS. DRESCHER SAID she antici- 


pates a smoother financial year for 
the library because of recent meet- 
ings between the city and library fi- 
nance committees. 


In the past year, mix-ups over cash- 


flow reports, accounting procedures 
and changes in the county's property 
tax distribution schedule have serious- 
ly hurt the library, said Mrs. Dres- 
cher. 


Although the library board prepares 


an annual budget and authorizes ex- 
penses, library finances are adminis- 
tered by the city. 


Library officials at a recent city fi- 


nance committee meeting complained 
that the library has been forced to op- 
erate without knowing how much 
money was in the library account or 
when tax money was coming in. 


Mrs. Drescher blamed the confusion 


on a new computer system and errors 
in the city budget that cost the city 
and library tax revenue. 


"IT HAS TAKEN almost a'year for 


us to familiarize ourselves with the 
computer system, and we are now re- 
ceiving accurate financial reports. 
Better communications between our 
library and city officials also has 


helped," she said. 


Mrs. Drescher said the library has 


no idea how much tax revenue for 
1976-1977 it can expect. 


"We received less than we antici- 


pated this fiscal year, and next budg- 
et year will probably be the same," 
she said, 


Mrs. Drescher said the library 


hopes to continue its present pro- 
grams but has curtailed nonessential 
spending and plans to purchase less 
materials and make additional budget 
cuts where necessary. 


The library expects to receive an- 


ticipated revenue totals from city offi- 
cials within the next few weeks. 


The city council is in the midst of 


correcting errors iij the municipal 
'budget and is being cautious about 
projecting revenue' figures for the 
next fiscal year, said Mrs. Drescher. 


Mrs. Drescher will submit the budg- 


et to the city council for its review at 
Monday's council meeting.

PEKING (UPI) - President Ford, 


warmly greeted but lectured by his 
hosts about the evils of Soviet-Ameri- 
can detente, opened formal talks with 
China's aging leaders Tuesday. Aides 
said he would not bow to Chinese 
pressure to coot relations with Russia. 


"They are not going to change our 


minds," White House Press Secretary 
Ron Ncssen told reporters in the 
Great Hall of the People moments af- 
ter the President sat down across a 
conference table from China's day-to- 
day ruler, acting Premier 
Teng 


Hsiao-ping. 


But Ncssen said the leaders would 


include the U.S. peace-making policy 
toward the Russians in their talks. 


CHINESE AND AMERICAN differ- 


ences over detente, already well 
known to both nations before Ford's 


trip, surfaced again in toasts by Teng 
at a banquet welcoming Ford to Pek- 
ing Monday and in Ford's return 
toast. 


Ford listened silently as Teng rose 


during a glittering, nine course wel- 
coming banquet in the Great Hall, de- 
nounced the "rhetoric of detente" and 
warned Ford that it might conceal a 
Soviet threat of a new world war.

THE DEVELOPER SAID the exten- 


sion only applies to the first phase of 
development of the Bank of Palatine 
Plaza, the name of the proposed com- 
mercial-bank complex. Davidson said 
the bank construction was delayed be- 
cause of a delay earlier this year in 
being granted a state charter. 


The bank has temporary offices at 


291 N. Northwest Highway. 


Plans for the $1 million, two-story 


bank were approved in 1974 as part of 
a development which included con- 
struction of the new library. 


The phase two shopping center sec- 


tion of the plaza will include about a 
dozen stores and is scheduled for 
completion at^ the end of next year. 
Davidson said no extension for the 
shopping center construction will be 
needed. 


DAVIDSON SAID the parking area 


for the entire project will be built dur- 
ing the first phase of construction 
along with the bank. The parking area 
will serve the plaza and the new li- 
brary. 


Village officials asked when the 


parking area would be completed be- 
cause the parking situation at the li- 
brary now is inadequate.

Ford vows not to bow 
to Chinese pressure 


PEKING (UPI> - President Ford, 


warmly greeted but lectured by his 
hosts about the evils of Soviet-Ameri- 
can detente, opened formal talks with 
China's aging leaders Tuesday. Aides 
said he would not bow to Chinese 
pressure to cool relations with Russia, 


"They are not going to change our 


minds." White House Press Secretary 
Ron Nessen told reporters in the 
Great Hall of the People moments af- 
ter the President sat down across a 
conference table from China's day-to- 
day ruler, acting Premier Teng 
Hsiao-ping, 


But Nessen said the leaders would 


include the U.S. peace-making policy 
toward the Russians in their talks. 


CHINESE AND AMERICAN differ- 


ences over detente, already 
well 


known to both nations before Ford's 


trip, surfaced again in toasts by Teng 
at a banquet welcoming Ford to Pek- 
ing Monday and in Ford's return 
toast. 


Ford listened silently as Teng rose 


during a glittering, nine course wel- 
coming banquet in the Great Hall, de- 
nounced the "rhetoric of detente" and 
warned Ford that it might conceal a 
Soviet threat of a new world war. 


In a mildly .worded reply. Ford 


pledged to guard against military 
threats but said firmly he would "ex- 
plore new opportunities for peace 
without illusions" within the frame- 
work of his nation's own interests. 


The dispute did not mar good-hu- 


mored bantering across the confer- 
ence table when Ford and Teng met 
the next day, and the two chatted

Flood hazard areas of Mount Pros- 


pect will be outlined at a public hear- 
ing tonight when an official from the 
Federal Insurance Agency will pre- 
sent new village flood-hazard maps. 


William Fucik of the agency said 


the maps, detailing 
flood hazard 


areas, will be presented and explained 
to the village board. A question and 
answer session will follow for the gen- 
eral public. 


Residents have 
been 
concerned 


about the maps because homeowners 
in certain flood-hazard areas are re- 
quired to purchase federal flood insur- 
ance to apply for a mortgage. In addi- 
tion, a homeowner who applies for a 
federal loan to repair flood damage 
also must obtain flood insurance. 


THE NEW MAPS were drawn after 


the original maps produced an outcry 
from residents in the Mount Shire and 
Woodview subdivisions, who said their 
areas do not flood. They said they 
were afraid the flood hazard classifi- 
cation will make it difficult for them 
to sell their homes and will reduce the 
value of their property. 


On the new maps, the Mount Shire 


subdivision in the southwest section of 
the village has been removed from 
the flood-hazard classification. The 
change was apparently made because 
of construction 
of the Clearwater 


Park retention basin which has al- 
tered flooding patterns in the area. 


Objections from residents in the 


northeastern 
Woodview subdivision 


resulted in fewer changes in the flood 
hazard maps. The boundaries of the 
special 
flood 
hazard areas have 


changed only slightly, including a mi- 
nor expansion in the Woodview area. 


Fucik said residents' comments will 


be taken into consideration in the final 
drafting of the revised maps, but said 


he expects tonight's meeting to be the 
last public hearing on the matter.

the shooting. 


Baczynski told police he was awak- 


ened by noises at his front door and 
took a handgun from the bedroom. 
The room was dark, the door opened 
and Baczynski saw a silhouette of a 
person-police were told. 


Baczynski fired two shots, closed 


the door and then telephoned police, 
police said. 


When police arrived on the scene,

The ChampaJgn-Urbana attacks 


started in 1964. Kenyon, who had lived 


in a renovated barn near Rand and 
Dundee roads, was a student at the 
university in the mid-1960s. 


The enema bandit frequently struck 


the university campus, especially dur- 
ing semester exam periods. The ban- 
dit eluded police efforts even though, 
at times, Champaign police had estab- 
lished a special task force to find him. 


The Wheaton charges 
stemmed 


from a burglary in which two college 
coeds were robbed and one given an 
enema.
